WHAT TllK HU. BEAUT MIAN'S.

Tlie bill may justly be described as one to destroy
Hie nalt industry of the United States; to wipe ont

the American pottery industry; to deniolir-h im¬

portant manufactories of glass; to destroy tho lead
and copper nuning industries; to reduce- tho

wages of coal miners and iron mine's,
as well as the wages of operatives
In cotton and woollen mills, iron furnaces and roll¬

ing mills, and in nearly evi*ry other brauch of iron

and steel manufacture: to oppress tba rice-growers
of South Carolina and Georgia ; to depress tho

wages of laboiers on the sugar plantations and in

the sugar mills of I.ouisiaua, and to eliminate
«ooi-giowiug from the list of productive
Industries in the United States. It provides that
the reduction of 20 per cent shall apply to salt, to

unpolished cylinder, crowu aud common window,
and to unsilvered, polished plate-glnBS exceeding
twenty-four by (sixty Inches in size, whether or not

auch reduction cn-Tics tho rate below the rat. im¬

wool plunk of the Ohio Democratic platform in his

pocket. Frequently since the session began has ho
placed on tho records of the House memorials aud
petitions from his Male, asking for a res¬

toration of the old duties on wool; he
has received many letters on tho
same subject imploring him to do his duty, and ho
has replied to all that ho was just that kind of a

uian.

As an earnest of his good intentions ho took early
oecabion to ofler a bill to restore tho wool duties,
lt \\ M consigned to the tender mercies of Congress¬
man Hurd, of the Ways and Means Coinniit-
te*. Mr. Converse then declared with great
bohiucss that at the tirst opnortunity
he would ask the House to suspend its rules,
rescue his bill from the hostile clutches of thoWays
and Means Committee and pass it. To-day was set
for this performance, but it did not come off. Mr.
Cou voi se had received the Speaker's promise olrecog¬
nition, but when the critical moment arrived the
ohio statesman was found wauling. Ha did not
move from his seat, and them was a marked de¬
sire on the part of the Democrats to ad¬
journ is early as possible. The report, of
the Committee on Killis, for instanco, has been
for four dava iu Mr. Kandall's pocket, and could
havo been presented at any other time. The Demo¬
cratic leaders did not wish to have their party to
go to pieces on the dav of the introduction of the
Morrison tariil' hill, the greatest efforts were nude
to induce Cou verso not to make his motion as to
wool, and those efforts wire successful. Ho yielded
to the bulldozers.

A brother of Clifford had recently married a dauahter of

the elder man Hickey, and lt ls iill''<e.I that the man who
was shot had said he would rather have noon his brother
dead in his coffin than married to the Hickey girt. This

is given out ns the provocation that led to the beginning
of the Moody work. The saloon and house kept by the
old man Hickey Justly or unjustly had a bad reputation,
but the (aet that he fired the shot that killed Beter
Clifford does not appear to be very clearly
established, thooab hiil.sequeut developments may
place the matt«*r lu a different Uaht. It
is not known who the lynchers wem but they
are believed to bo peaceful and quiet citizens who

thought tbe circumstances anderwhich Clifford lost his
life, tn view of Hie nncertalnlv of the courts, reunited
thal speedy justice bc done. There ts general regret that
this act of lawlessness occurred ta thec*uinty; but there
are few sympathizers with tho man so summarily dealt
with.
